In her original bill for divorce, 
filed last October and sui»resHt'd. 
•Mrs. Margold charged her hun- 
band with cruelty ami failure to 
support her and their two chil- 
dren. Dr. Margold filed his cross- 
bill soon after his return from 
Europe where ho was collecting 
data for a book he Is writing on 
"marriage and divorce." Dr. Mar- 
gold (^luirged In his cross-bill that 
his wife had become "Infatuated" 
with Dr. .Meader while assisting 
him In a Itusnlan literature course 
at the university last summer. 
Dr. Margold Is 38 years old. 
His wife's age was given as 32. 
noth .Mrs. Margold and Dr. Mea- 
der have termed Dr. Margold's 
charges "preposterous."

Police hastily a^•s••mblcd emerg- 
ency squads antl dispersed the 
cri)wd around tho store with tear 
gas. 
Only those who were trapped In 
the wrecked store were arrested. 
PIvo women among them were re- 
leased.

Francis Owens, alleged head of 
the "Oklahoma City T'nemployed 
Council." and said by police to be 
the lender of tho crowd, was being 
sought. 
He headed the delegation that 
called on Fry. 
State Investigation of alleged 
Communistic activities of four 
groups here, said to have close to 
2,000 members, is under way. 
Today was the third time Owens 
had led a group to the city mana- 
ger's ofllco. 
Fry has urged Owens to assem- 
ble for him tlio names and ad- 
dresses of the members of his "un- 
employed council," said to number 
about 2,500 men and women, both 
whites and negroes, but Owens has 
refused to do so. 
The city manager told Owens he 
i'ould not provide work for mem- 
bers of his organization unless he 
knew who they were. 
Parliament Is Back 
To Work In England 
f^ondon, Jan. 20 (^P)—Prelimln- 
ary sparring between tho Labor, 
Liberal and Conservative parties 
In tho House of Commons marked 
the return of parliament to work 
today after Mie Christmas vaca- 
tion but the debate of Important 
questions went over until later 
In the week. 
There was an Indication of 
crowded days ahead when Pre- 
mier Ramsay MacDonald moved 
to take Wednesday, which is 
usually reserved for private mem- 
bers motions, from now until 
the end of the financial year for 
government business.

Some were arrested. Police were 
doused with palls of water. There 
were Instance.s In which officers 
and spectators were blackjacked. 
A mounted pollceinan wai? drag- 
ged from his horse." 
An officer laid a hard punch on 
' the jaw of a newspaper reporter 
'and said: "Put that In your pa- 
per." 
A woman Communist attempted 
to climb to the safety of tho Ben- 
jamin Franklin statue. 
Police- 
men dragged her down. She fell 
violently at tholr feet. She shout- 
ed "ilam you Cossackn!" and 
tried to bite one of them in the 
log. Several patrolmen. Isolated In 
the crowd, were set upon by Com- 
munists and severely beaten be- 
fore being rescued. 
The disorder continued for 
twenty minutes before mounted i 
officers charged,

crowd down Park Row. and un- 
der the municipal building, where 
the Communists took their stan<!

I.«nslng, Jan. 20 (/p)r—Legialatlon 
to penult Industries

prison to expand »o that certain 
supplies now bought by th« »tato 
from other sources may be furnish­ 
ed at the Institution waa advocated 
today to Speaker Fred R. Mlng by

Rev. R. W. McLain, 
prison 
chaploln. 


The chaplain urged legislation to 
require all »tate printing be done 
at Jackson prison, and thut state 
institutions be forced to purchase 
their bedding and towel» from the 
pr.Hon. He also »aid that the prison 
could make lockers for institutional 
use. 


Although the prison

have the equipment for taking over 
the state printing contract, Mcl.Ain 
said that It could Install machlner)’ 
with a great saving to the state. 
The prison has facilities for other 
products suggested by the chaplain. 
Myles F. Gray, clerk of the hou»e. 
claimed that no difHculty would bo 
experienced during tho legislative 
session when rush printing order« 
are necessarj’. 


The speaker listened but mado 
little comment. 
He recalled other 
legislative proposals of a similar 
nature that have m et wth heavy 
opposition from

MAY NAME FOX 


RKPORTS from Lansing that j 
C.overnor Hrucker plans to 
ap- j 
point M. J. Fox, of Iron Mountain, : 
to the state conservation 
com- 1 
mission are meeting with an en­ 
thusiastic response. 
And it is un­ 
doubtedly true that there is prob­ 
ably no name the governor could 
propose that would meet with aa | 
little opposition as Mr. Fox’s. 


For the 20 years that he has 
lived here .Mr. Fox has been a con­ 
stant student of upper peninsula 
conditions, and those in the lower 
peninsula as well. 
To the extent 
that he has been a lumber opera­ 
tor he has lmd a personal interest 
in this attention, it is true, but 
he is a man whose mind is too 
broad and whose principles 
are 
too fine to permit selfishness to 
interfere with his convictions or 
action«. 


It is because of these lumber 
interests that Mr. Fox ban had the 
opportunity of coming into u n u su ­ 
ally close contact with th e prob­ 
lems of conservation. 
They cover 
a large range, including those of 
wild life, tho 
forests, 
cutover 
land«, gamo preserves, recreation­ 
al facilities, tourist travel and the 
many other angles directly relat­ 
ed to conservation. 


Likewise Mr. Fox has for years 
been one of the most ardent sup­ 
porters and an officer of the Up- 
por Peninsula Development 
bu­ 
reau and has given It 
valuable 
service without any other return 
except that enjoyed commonly by 
all. 
There is no man In the pen­ 
insula better fitted through 
ex­ 
perience and intelligence for the 
appointment, and 
th e 
governor 
would find that he had made a 
particularly happy choice In 
se­ 
lecting him. 


Conservation is of far greater 
importance 
to 
upper 
Michigan 
than It Is to the lower peninsula. 
The welfare of the upper penin­ 
sula depends to large degree up­ 
on it, and the inhabitants, by vir­ 
tue of their environment, 
their 
proximity to the still 
primitive 
regions of nature, are much more 
concerned over it. 
This thought 
was in the 
mind 
of 
Governor 
Brucker when he suggested nam­ 
ing an assistant director of con­ 
servation who would look 
after 
upper peninsula affairs. 
While 
The News agreed with the com­ 
mission’s refusal to create this ex­ 
tra job and avoid its 
attendant 
potentialities for trouble and dis­ 
pute. It does favor th e plan 
to 
have a staff member act in the ca­ 
pacity of a liaison officer to bring 
the public of the upper peninsula 
and the commission into 
closer 
touch with each other. 


This plan could be given no bet­ 
ter assistance than through 
the 
appointment to the commission of 
members qualified by experience 
and judgment to give expert ad­ 
vice regarding the tipper peninsu­ 
la. 
It is within this classification 
that Mr. Fox should 
bo 
placed. 
Add to that his wide acquaintance 
throughout the state, his enthusi­ 
asm in assisting public, programs, 
his generous donatiuu of time to 
public causes and his many friend­ 
ships, and It Is ap p a ren t that the 
commission would lie getting 
a 
member who would bring to it 
both prestige 
and 
efficiency.— 
Iron Mountain News.

Toys may serve to indicate the 
tulents of an older 
child 
and 
guide the parents In the choice of 
Its training. 
Thus some children 
seem 
to 
prefer 
painting 
and 
dm wing, whereas others seem to 
incline naturally to engines, mo­ 
tors and 
mechanical 
apparatus. 
Some boys are attracted by chem­ 
ical outfits, others by electrical 
devices. 


For these reasons the toy In­ 
dustry has developed greatly, and 
parents have a wide range of ob­ 
jects from which to choose d u r­ 
ing toy time. 
Unfortunately far 
too many parents choose the toy 
that atnuses 
themselves 
rather 
tlvin what will bo attractlvo to 
tho child. 


Almost 
everybody

chair. 
FJx-oonvicts are returned to prison 
so rapidly that penal institutions 
cannot be built fast enough to ac­ 
commodate them.”

es than the state does in handling 
criminals, and suggests that tills 
is because the animal trainers use 
more intelligence in the way they 
go about their work.

Sinclair '’Red” Lewis of Sauk 
Center, who won the Nobel prlee 
for literature, was bitterly assail­ 
ed throughout

the book was kept off tho Sauk 
Center library shelves.

Because judges are human and 
subject each to bis opinion there 
Is a great variety 
of 
sentences 
given out for tho same sort of 
crime among tho seventy or more 
circuit courts In tho 
state, 
the 
speaker stated. 
T he unrest caus­ 
ed in tlu> prisons from this one 
factor alono gives a lot of trouble 
to the governor and the pardon­ 
ing board. 
The board should be 
of judges of circuit court or su­ 
premo court caliber and would be 
able to como at a decision away 
from the influence of tho prison­ 
er’s home and tho concern of his 
friends. 
Thus a 
negro 
from a 
southern 
state 
where 
slashing 
with a razor Is considered a mis­ 
dem eanor would have his native 
living conditions brought into a 
proper consideration when charg­ 
ed with a crime is called "assault 
with a deadly w'eapon" a much 
more serious chargo. 


“ Not only must Justice be done 
but the people m ust know tlint It 
is bolng done,” tho judgo rem ark­ 
ed nnd took a moment from his 
line of talk to pan tho down state 
papers for “ grabbing nt anything 
which would m ake a good head­ 
line regardless of tho results to 
tho peoplt! at large.”

When they do come back, after 
serving 15, 20 years, they are not 
fit to re-enter the society which 
sent them away. 
They are often 
broken in health and mind, their 
wMves are gone, children grown 
anti gone away, mother and fath ­ 
er dead.

LIBERTY BELL MAY RING AGAIN 


Famous Relic, Silent for 96 Years, May 
Sound 
Again by Radio on 
Washington’s Birthday. 


The famous old 
Liberty 
Hell, 
which so Joyously rang to announce 
tho Declaration 
of 
Independence 
and which tolled so sadiy when 
George Washington died at Mount 
Vernon, may again ring forth from 
indpendenco Hall, In Philadelphia, 
on 
W ashington’s 
next 
birthday, 
February 22. 


Efforts are being made by offf- 
rials of the George Washington Bl- 
centenniul Commission to arrango 
for a nation-wide radio hook-up on 
this dato and have President Hoo­ 
ver press an 
electric button in 
Washington which will start the 
nation’s most historic bell ringing 
again after a silence of almost, one 
hundred years. 
It. Is proposed to 
have the bell strike thirteen times, 
once for each of tho thirteen origi­ 
nal states. 


Cracked In 1835 


According to noted Philadelphia 
historians, the last ringing of the 
bell was on July 8, 1835, in honor 
of the funeral services of John 
Marshall, chief justice of the United 
States, who died in 
Philadelphia 
on July 6, 1835. 
While thu bell 
was being solemnly tolled It sud­ 
denly cracked. 
An attem pt was 
made to repair it in 184U for tho 
celebration of Washington’s birth­ 
day ceremonies, but this attempt 
failed.

that while tho cracked bell will not 
give forth its once famous clarion 
notes, it will nevertheless ring suf­

Hoover Appoints 
Michigan Men to 


Before it cracked, the Liberty 
Bell had lived a life of eighty-two 
useful years nnd had becomo one 
of the most famous bells In the 
world. 
All through the Revolution­ 
ary war the Liberty Rell was used 
for the purpose of calling together 
the inhabitants of the city to learn 
news from the battlefields. 
At one 
time during the war, however, It 
became necessnry to remove the 
bell hastily from Its fastenings and 
take It out of the city. 
This excit­ 
ing event took place on Septem­ 
ber 18, 1777, when the news came 
that the British army was about to 
occupy Philadelphia. The bell was 
carefully loaded on a wagon and 
conveyed along with the heavy bag­ 
gage of the American army In a 
supply train of neven hundred wag­ 
ons, guarded by two hundred North 
Carolina and Virginia cavalry, to 
Allentown. Pennsylvania, where It 
was hidden in Zion’s church until 
June 27, 1778, when it was taken 
back to Philadelphia 
and 
again 
placed In Independence Hall. 


Taken to Fairs 


Never from that time until 1835 
did anything if Importance happen 
that was not 
announced by tbe 
ringing of this historic bell. It was 
Joyously rung when the news came 
of the surrender of Cornwallis to 
General Washington, which ended 
the Revolution. 


The old bell 1b reverently pre­ 
served. 
It stands on the ground 
floor of Independence Hall, where 
It is viewed dally by thousands of 
visitors from all sections of the 
country. 


The Liberty Bell has been a great 
traveller in Its day. 
In fact, it has 
seen more of the United States 
than a vast majority of the people. 
In addition to Its war-time trip to 
Allentown, it has made the follow­ 
ing peace-time Journeys:

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FORMER LOCAL 
BOY MURDERED 


Arthur Safur, Nephew of 
Madalia Brothers, Is 
Slain 


Arthur Safur, 21, formerly of E b- 
eanaba., and son of 
Mrs. 
Sarah 
Madalia Safur of Milwaukee, and a 
companion, Harry Gecker, 23, also 
of Milwaukee, were mysteriously 
murdered near New Orleans, ac­ 
cording to a telegram received yes­ 
terday by the former victim’s uncle, 
Alex Madalia, Escanaba. 


Arthur was born in Escanaba and 
attended primary school here. The 
family moved from this city about 
fifteen years ago 
to 
Milwaukee, 
where the father died in 1931. 
Es­ 
canaba relatives will go to Milwau­ 
kee to attend the funeral this week. 


Gecker, th© other murder victim, 
was sometimes known as Packey 
Davis. 


The bodies were found in a shal­ 
low highway ditch two miles from 
Pass Mancliac, which is about 30 
miles north and west of New Or­ 
leans in St. John’s parish. 


The throats of the two had been 
.slashed and they had been stabbed 
around 
the 
heart. 
Their 
hands 
were bound behind 
their 
backs 
with neckties and their bodies had 
been disposed of in the ditch in tho 
form of a cross. 
A hunter came 
upon the bodies.

been dead more than a month. 


Auto Is Missing 


They were seen last 
alive 
at 
Clarksdale, Miss., driving their own 
automobile. The automobile is miss­ 
ing. 
The Louisiana authorities are 


working on the possibilities that 
Safur and Gecker may have been 
killed by hitch hikers, whom they 
befriended 
after 
leaving 
Clarks- 
dale. 


Robbery is believed to have been 
the motive. The two men were car­ 
nival 
concessionaries 
and 
were 
known to carry considerable money. 
Their automobile also carried blan­ 
kets and other prizes, which they 
gave to winners in a “roll ball” 
game they operated at carnivals. 


Safur and Gecker left Milwaukee 
together in August right after the 
state fair closed, but 
Safur 
re­ 
turned to his home the first week 
in November with another carnival 
concessionaire, whom Safur’s par­ 
ents knew only at Pete. 
Pete was 
from Detroit, Mich. Safur and Pete 
left after a brief visit in Pete’s 
automobile. 


Mother Had Premonition 


Gecker had not been back to Mil­ 
waukee since August but his fam­ 
ily had heard from him at inter­ 
vals, the last time about six weeks 
ago.
